It was very deplorable that a 
young man of Clifford’s age‘ should 
be allowed to have possession of two 
such pistols with a large quantity’ of 
ammunition. He recorded a verdict 
of Accidental Death, and expressed 
his. sympathy with the relatives of 
Fernandez, and with Clifford himself.
